Not that all thofe who pro- 
fefs'd to be Patriots were guilty of fuch mean and 
{clit Defigns, but too many of them were. Ca- 
tiline taking the advantage of this, while Pompey was 
imploy’d in the War againft Adithridares, and the 
People funk in their Wealth, he incens’d them by 
alledging that the whole Power of the Nation was 
dodg’d in the hands of a few Men, &c. as I told 
you already 3 and fauch too as were Upitarts in 
comparifon of the antient Nobility, whofe Live- 
ries they were only ficto wear.
